To other words, if it
is in hir discretion to reduce the rale of in-
totest, it is squally io his power o inorease
ity and there are serious doubia whether
any wnch oxorciss of dincrelion rosta with
the Becrstary. What would be the sense
of Congress spanding three monthy io dis
cussing the subject of intorest and refund-
ing if, nfter wil, the discrotion rested wilh
the Administration of the Treasury Depart-
ment? In this case the aclion token s
generally approved, and works to the ad-
vantage of the Governmend; but in some
other case the exarcise of this dmeretion
might produce very ditferent results. From
advioes so far roooived, it is evident that
nearly all holders of tho six per cent. bonda
ealled o will secept the offer to eoutinue
them st three and cne-balf per cent., and
it is expected that a eall for the five per
oents, accruing will be made upon the same

lerma.

—Lord Baconsfield, the distinguished
English statesman, died at hia residence in
London, al about & o'clock on Tuesdey
morning last. We sppend Lhe following
briel sketeh of the deceased: Bewjamin
Disracli, the distinguished English states-
man and author, was born in London in
December, 1805, and was the son of Isase
Disroell, an Epglish literatear, who, also
born uear London, inharited & lurge fortune
from hig father, a Venetion werchant of
Jewish oxtraction. In 1824 Benjamin pro-
duced his firt work, “Vivian Grey," a
fashionnble novel which met with grest fa-
vor; this wae followed in 1830 by “The
Young Duke,” aud two years later  Conta-
rinn Fleming" was published, The life of
Disraell reids ke & romouce. A sucoess-
ful muthor at 20 years, he early looked for
ward to politieal distinotion. In 1831 he
wos a candiduto on the Radical gide for Lhe
Lorough of Wyeombe, and he lost the elee-
vion in two conteits.  Ho wan a owndidute
in 1535 as & Conservative in the borough of
Tanoton, and fared no botter than before;
but in 1837 he was reluried to  Parljament
o8 & candidate lor the borough of Maid-
stone.  Upon the formation ol Lerd Derby's
Ministry in 16562 Disrnsli beeums Chaneel-
lor ofthe Exchequer, e filled the same
ulfica | 1855, aud in 1850, brought forward
an elaborate bill for electaral relorm, which
was defeated in the House of Commons
Mareh 31, a0d Parllumient was disnlved
April 23, It wus nol until 1508 thet the
Derby Ministry aguin eamie in power, with
Disrawli in the same capacity, On the re-
sigoation of the Eal of Derby in 1868 Dis-
rueli Lecame Prime Mivister, but on the
digsolution of Farliament, owing to a dis-
sgrecimeut @i W the establishment of the
Lrish Church, the Minletry in the new elec-
tions found, themeolves in u minonty, and
ware furised to resign, A Libsral Ministry
was then jn powor until 1873, when it
made an appeal to the nouniry and was de-
feated. Dinraeli was again ealled w the
liely, und remained for o full Parliamen.
tary lerny—seven years—when tho Liberaly
in 1880 agnin trinmphed at the elections,and
Disrelt retired, having entered ibe Honse
of Lorde as Earl of Besconsfield in 1877.
He bad, howover, previoudy refused the
peerago, but made his wife o Countess in-
stoad. It was during hia lnst sdministration
that the Queen assummed the title of Empress
of [udin,  To 1870 he published “Lolbair,”
i politiéo-religious woyel, which attained =
great circulation, snd only last year “Endy-
tmion' was given to the world by its distio
guisbod author. 1t was probably his most
profituble novel, Disrmeli's name is assocl-
uled with many pomivent events iu the
modern history of England, and it is doobt-
ful if the romanoe of bis career will ever be
eclipied by that ol any British Premier.
